He 
was brought to Hope, treated, and 
then allowed to return home 


Witnesses said the shooting'climax- 


ed a quarrel which resulted after Port- 
er accused the negro Cole of cutting 
three casings on the Porter automo- 
bile. 


One bullet struck Porter in the 


light side, a second entered the right 
shoulder and the third went into his 
back.

Roosevelt Asks 


Curb on Exchange 


President Strikes at Spec- 


ulation in Special Mes- 


sage Friday 


WASHINGTON — (ff>) — President 


Roosevelt sent a message to congress 
late Friday asking for the regulation 
of "operations on exchanges deal- 
ing in securities and commodities." 


Declaring that the exchanges 
are 


necessary and of definite value, Mr. 
Roosevelt added: 


"Nethertheless it should be our na- 


tional policy to restrict, as far as pos- 
sible, the use of these exchanges for 
purely speculative operations, 


"I therefore recommend to the con- 


gress the enactment of legislation 
providing for regulation by the fed- 
eral government ot the operation of 
exchanges dealing in securities and 
commodities for the protection'of in- 
vestors, for the safeguarding of values, 
and so far as it may be possible, for 
the elimination of unnecessary, un- 
wise and destructive speculation."

Nearly Died of Narcotic

The 
witness previously had testified that 
Dr, Dean "had been bothering Pres- 
ton" prior to the latter's strange 10- 
day fatal illness last July. 


The defense asked Dr. Henry Ken- 


nedy to read one of the letters aloud 
to the jury after he had referred 
lightly to the 1932 illness of Preston 
Kennedy, hut. state 
attorneys ob- 


jected and after presiding Judge S. F. 
Davis had scanned the missive he 
sustained 
the 
obpection, "at 
this 


time."

Our lessen begins with that grea 


principle, or admonition, of Jesus tha 
we call the "Golden Rule." 


Jesus did not announce it as any 


thinf new or original. It was no 
something that he had invented, o 
brought to men from outside their 


I own lives. 
• 


Rather, it was a principle in bar-: 


mony.with the integrity of the uni-; 
verse, that already hail been empha-: 
sized in the Jewish law1 and the pro-; 
phets, and that consistuted the very 
essence and substance of true re- 
ligion in action. 


It was in 'harmony with this in- 


sistence on the "Golden Rule" that 
Jesus emphasized the religious life as 
one of action. Action, of course, im- 
plies character and motive. 


But in insisting that rncn must be 


known by the fruit of their lives, he 
waf lifting 
religion 
out 
of mere 


thought, and theory, and speculation, 
and 'bringing it into that realm of 
moral activity in which true character 
and motives inevitably must find ex- 
pression. 


The profession of religion, no mat- 


tor how high it might be, was not 
enough. Even tliojse readiest to ac- 
knowledge divinity of the Master in 
words might be very poor examples of 
discipleship, if they did not ack 
nowledge and express that divinity in 
their deads. 


It. is amazing that these plain words 


of Jesus, have not had more definite 
effect'-upon men ^throughout the'ages. 
At in the time of Jesus himself, so 
in .every • successive . period of the 
church, and'in, our own time, the 
tendency has been'to lay a great deal 
more stress upon Christian doctrine 
than upon putting Christian doctrine 
into actual living. 


Men have been ready even to fight 


and kill oiie another over this very j 
dictrine of the divinity of Jesus—a | 
doctrine that, if it had been any; 
reality for tine, ought to have brought j 
divinity into their 
lives and have 


made hem kind and 
loving, even 


toward those whom they might re- ' 
gard us their enemies.

The ultimate tost of u man's life is j 


its real goodness us displayed in his , 
action toward his fellow men. No 
sanctimoniousness 
or 
profession of 


piety, no formal alliance 
with the 


, church, nor any other organization, 
j can mark a man's life as good if his j

back. 


Today the barricades arc gratings, 


newspaper kiosks, iron work, good 
for stopping police motor busses. 


They are still barricades. 
And the population of Paris is still 


prone to go into the streets—"desc- 
cndrc dans les rues"—in true revolu- 
tionary style. 


Nobody yet has raided an arsenal, 


this time, as happened in the French 
Revolution and the* Commune of 1870 
Nor have they put the torch to more 
than n few kiosks and motor busses 
and a building or two. Gutters have 
not run deeply with blood. Yet the 
Paris mob has effectively knocked 
over governments and cabinets. 


"Public opinion," Napoleon wrote, 


"is an invisible, mysterious power 
which nothing can resist. Nolhing is 
more fickle, more vag'uc—or stronger. 
And, entirely capricious though it is, 
,il is nevertheless true, reasonable and 
just much more often than people 
,think.' 


These words proved accurate in the 


beginning of the current disorders. 
The stink of the StaVisky banking af- 
fair rose high over Paris, Ministers 
didn't need precocious ears to hear 
the rumble of sound mounting from | 
thousands of throats in the Boule- 
vard dcs Italiens and the St. Germain 
quarter, in the riots which preceded 
the more recent "Battle of the Place 
de la Concorde." The sound was a 
monotonous litany like an African 
tribal voodoo. Three short syllables 
and two long ones, in sharo rhythm, 
-ovemnd over again,-like this: 


"Ah.prec-za w -r-Show-taw! 
Ah- 


pree-zaw—Ehow-taw!" 


Otherwise: 
"To . pri-son — Chau- 


teinps!" 


The Chautcmps government chucked 


itself out, without waiting for a trial 
of strength in the Chamber. It had 
sensed 
the 
"invisible, 
mysterious 


power" which is public opinion. The 
Daladier government quit when it 
tasted the threat of the Place de la 
Concorde rioting. 


At first the Paris police used two 


techniques for dealing with the mass 
demonstrations, because the rioters 
included two different kinds of people 
—communists and royalists, with the 
communists, the 
police 
let 
drive, 


cracking skulls wherever skulls ap- 
peared. 
In royalist demonstrations, 


they slapped. There was no knowing, 
in the grand boulevards, when a cop 
might be pasting Iho son of a duke 
who might be a friend of the police 
chief, or some other influential of- 
ficial or politician. 


So long as those reasonably consid- 


erate tactics were used, many of the 
rioters acted almost like revelers. But 
in the later disturbances a gun ap- 
peared, police answered with revolver 
volleys, and a spirit of horror and 
mus hyaena spread over the city like 
a flame. Nolhing so stirs the French 
public to lui ugly mood us seeing its 
own people killed by authorities. And 
nothing could have been more dra- 
niuticiilly exciting lo their temper than 
Ihe sight of the column of war vet- 
erans being cut down by the sabers of 
the Republican Horse Guard near tho 
Elyscc Palace. Sloically the veterans 
reformed their ranks and tried to 
march ahead. Tliree times they were 
charged. A dozen actually reached 
the palace gale, only lo be beaten 
back. 


It was reminiscent of the day 104 


years ago, when barricades in the 
Paris streets were makingway for an- 
other revolution—a revolution 
that 


triumphed 
against 
Louis-Philippe. 


That time it was the 12-year-old boy, 
Arcole, who shouted, "Watch me—I'll 
show you how to be brave!" to his 
prudent ciders behind their breast-

SIOUX FALLS, S. D.—(/!>)—Verne 


Sankey, kidnaper und gangster, call- 
ed ''America's Public Enemy No. I," 
committed suicide Thursday night, 


He hanged himself with two neck- 


lies in his coll at the South Dakota 
state penitentiary here, where he Was 
held on federal charges of conspiracy 
to kidnap for $80,000 ransom last Feb. 
ruary, Charles Boettchcr 11, Denver 
broker. 


The body was found by a guard sta1-* 


tioned in a corridor nearby. The out* 
law, after fashioning the noose, knot-; 
ted it to a bar, then stepped off his 
cot. 


Inside Sankey's mouth was found a 


handkerchief, indicating that he hod 
placed it there to stifle any sounds of 
strangulation from his throat after his 
leap from the cot.

marshal, one of the two guards as- 
signed to Sankey's cell block, discov- 
ered the body. Although he was in 
the corridor at the time, he was out of 
sight of Sankey. 


His lawyer said that Sankey had 


With 
his companion, Gordon Alcorn, Sank- 
ey was to have gone into court Fri- 
day to plead. Both were arrested at 
Chicago last week. 


Sankey was suspected of implica- 


tion in the fatal abduction of the 
Lindbergh baby, but after a long gril- 
ling in Chicago federal officials said 
they had been unable to connect him 
with the case.

Gross and Net Income 


Two of the terms used in the in- 


come-tax law, namely, "gross 
in. 


come" and "net income," should be 
noted particularly, inasmuch as they 
are vitally important to the whole 
subject of the income tax. 


Gross income includes in general all 


income from any source 
whatever, 


unless exempt from tax by law. Net 
income upon which the tax is as- 
sessed is gross income less the de- 
ductions alloxv.d by law. Such de- 
ductions include business and profes- 
sional expenses, such as salaries, pen- 
sions and bonuses to employees, taxes, 
losses, interest paid, baddebts, depre- 
ciation, depletion, contributions, etc. 
Failure 
to 
understand 
deductions 


against net income has resulted in 
numerous errors on the part of tax- 
payers. 


Having arrived at the net income, 


the next step is to deduct the personal 
exemption—$1,000 for single persons, 
?2,500 for married persons living to- 
gether and heads of families, and the 
5400 credit for each dependent, etc.

Boosevelt Dislikes Idea of 


Making CCC Camps 


t 
Military Units 


WASHINGTON— tfp) —Investigators 


said Thursday they were uncovering 
'»tw ramifications ot an alleged plot 
fo sett "inside influence" in the award 
of 16 million dollars' worth of motor 
truck contracts by the Department of 
War. Aft^r signing a waiver of 1m- 
iriitnity, Lieut,-Col. H. Weir Cook, war 
•ftviaUon ace and leader in American 
Legion p'ans promoting air defense, 
was questioned at length bj the fed- 
eral grand jur> 


Woodring Rebuked 


WASHINGTON—As a federal grand 


juty resumed Wednesday its investi- 
gation of a sensational $10,000,000 scan, 
daj in the War Department, it was 
tearhed that two lawyers, both con- 
spicuously connected in the past with 
the American Legion, have been in- 
volved in the charges. 


These lawyers, it is said, visited va- 


rious automobile manufacturers and 
solieiated a fee of $30,000, for which 
they promised to deliver War Depart- 
ment contracts' for army trucks run- 
ning into the millions of dollars. 


trie injuiry. which was started- up- 


on orders direct from President Roose- 
velt, centers around the office of Har- 
ry Woodring, assistant secretary of 
war and former governor of Kansas. 
Mr. Woodring had a bad day of it 
Wednesday, for beyond the vexation 
of having al Isorts of charges flying 
around his head, he had to endure 
a direct rebuke from the president 
on another matter. 


Mr. Woodring had written an article 


*for a weeiy magazine which praised 
the CCC camps as examples of mil- 
itary effectiveness, and as "economic 
Storm troops" and he proposed that 
the CCC, with practically all other re. 
lief activities of the 
government, 


should be placed directly under con- 
trol of the Wad Department 


Asked to comment on the article at 


Wednesday's press conference, Mr. 
Roosevelt said significantly that he 
had been careful not to read the ar- 
ticle. He said there was nothing of a 
military atmosphere about the CCC 
camps, and added the CCC would not 
be brought under the army. 


Pressed further, the president dis- 


closed that his assistant secretary, 
Stephen T. Early, had had conver- 
sations on the subject with Woodring. 
Mr. Early said later that' Assistant 
Secretary Woodring conceded he had 
not expressed his views clearly in the 
article, "for which he is sincerely 
regretful." 


The president's manner indicated 


clearly that he was annoyed by the 
Woodring article, which he said had 
resulted in a flood of petitions to the 
White House "protesting against the 
building up of CCC camps into a force 
allegedly similar to the Storm Troops 
of Hitter. 


It was learned that Mr. Early had 


expressed 
himself 
forcibly to Mr. 


Woodring, not only on matters dis- 
cussed before the president's press 
conference, but on another statement 
in the magazine article which refer- 
red to 14 separate agencies of the 
government performing bureaucratic 
functions which Mr. Woodring thought 
ought to be centralized in the inter- 
ests of efficiency and economy.

No Tax on Sale of 
300 Ibs or Less Meat 


New Ruling E x e m p t s

(From office of Internal Revenue 


Collector) 


On and after November 5. 1933, there 


is a tax on all hogs killed for market 
purposes. Provided, that any person 
who kills less than 1,000 pounds live 
weight for market or barter between 
November 5, 1933 and November 5, 
1934, may exempt the first 300 pou^d? 
live weight sold, from tax. If 1,000 
pounds or more is sold between these 
dates, there is no exemption except 
that portion retained for family use. 
If exemption is claimed early in the 
killing season and the party later 
sells in excess of 1,000 pounds, he is 
liable fo rthe tax on all of the hog 
products sold, and should report on 
that month's report and pay on the 
300"pounds previously exempted. The 
tax is due by the person or agency 
that kills, return to be made on or 
before the first day of the month fol- 
lowing the date of killing. 


ihe weight per hundred pounds live 


weight are as follows: February ?1.50 
and March $2.25. The tax is due at 
the rate in effect on the day of kill- 
ing. The law in no way restricts the 
sale or barter of live hogs. Tax is 
only due when killed for market. 


If the producer has dressed weight 


instead of live weight he can ascertain 
live weight upon the following basis: 
Carcass, fresh, head and leaf includ- 
ed. 100 pounds dressed weght is eq- 
ual to 132 pounds live ewight. 


Persons who have already paid tax 


and sell less than 1.000 pounds live 
weight, will be entitled to refund for 
the 300 pounds excepted at the rate 
they paid upon filing required claim 
and proof.

Prisoner Escapes 


Fort Smith Aroused—to 
Seek Indictment of Tuck- 


er Farm Head 


FORT SMITH. Ark,—<yj>>—Promising 


a grand jury investigation of the ac- 
tions here Tuesday of A. G, Stedman, 
superintendent of the Arkansas state 
penitentinry. 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 


Harrell Harper late 
Tuesday 
filed 


charges ngainst an allegedly drunken 
convict ffitard and his woman com- 
panion as a result of the escape of a 
prisoner in what he terms "a disgrace- 
ful episode in Arkansas penal history." 


The prosecutor's ire was aroused 


when officers reported to him that 
Stedman came here at dawn and left 
with the trusty guard who had been 
arrested by police for drunkenness 
after one of four prisoners committed 
to him at the jail had escaped. 


Harper said he could "riot under- 


stand why Stedman left Fort Smith 
early Tuesday morning without con- 
sulting any one about this disgraceful 
occvirrence," adding that he would 
lay the matter before the grand jury. 


He said he would forward n warrant 


to the penitentiary for Earl Decker, 
"a convicted murder sent here to re- 
turn prisoners to the penitentiary, but 
who gets drunk instead." demanding 
that the life termer be returned here 
for trial on a charge of permitting a 
prisoner under sentence to escape. 


Mrs. Gertrude Whitefield, wife of a 


Tucker 
prison 
farm convict, was 


charged jointly with Decker. 


Barnell Ballard, convicted forger is 


the prisoner who escaped. No trace 
was reported of him Tuesday night, 
although police learned he remained 
here for three hours after his easy 
escape. 


Harper nor anyone else, so far as 


had been learned, has determined how 
Ballard escaped. H is believed by of- 
ficers he merely walked away while 
Decker, Mrs. Whitefield and three oth- 
er prisoners participated in a "party 
at the home of Bob East," according to 
Harper's information. 


"The idea of a convicted murder-

Co-Op Banks Must 


Meet US. Terms 


Commissioner W ass on 


Sees Federal Supervis- 


ion After June 1C 


LITTLE ROCK.—State Bank Com- 


missioner Marion Wasson said Tues- 
dny that he will not nsk for a rehear- 
ing on the co-operative bank cnse, de- 
cided against the commissioner Mon- 
day by the Arkansas Supreme Court, 
because he has been advised that co- 
operative banks cannot continue to 
operate after June Ifi. 1934. without 
submitting to supervision and examin- 
ation by either state banking authori- 
ties, the comptroller of the currency 
or the Federal Reserve bank. 


The 
Glnss-StcngnU 
banking 
bill, 


passed by Congress last June and ap- 
proved by the president June 16, pro- 
vides' that no organization engaged in 
the banking business can continue to 
operate after one year from passage 
of the bill, without either state or 
federal regulation. 


The bank commissioner sought to 


enjoin the secretary of state from issu- 
ing charters to co-operative banks, 
formed under Act fi32 of 1931, con- 
tending thai Act 88 of 1933, a general 
•banking law, icpciiled that port of the 
1921 act authorizing formation and op- 
eration of co-operative banks. The 
supreme court held that the 1933 law 
applied only to such banking organi- 
zations as then were under supervis- 
ion of the Banking Department and 
did not affect co-operative banks. 


"My only interest in asking for an 


injunction against the secretary of 
state to prevent him 
from 
issuing 


charters to co-operative banks was to 
prevent these banks springing up all 
over the state and becoming a men- 
ace to legitimate banking," Mr. Was- 
son said. "I thought that Arkansas 
had had enough bank trouble and that 
it was not safe for an organization to 
hold itself out as a banking concern 
with as small ai amount as $300 for 
its capital slock."

If you nrc a prospective mother, 


you probably will be vitally inter- 
ested to know what chance you hnve 
of giving birth to more than one 
child. 


The possiblity of twins and even 


triplets Is fnirly common, us almost 
everyone knows, but sometimes that 
lew persons outside the medical pro- 
icssion realize Is that there is n def- 
inite posf.ibillty that you may give 
birth to four, 
five, and even six 


children at once. 


It may be 
comforting 
to know, 


however, that these chances are very, 
very remote1, particularly in the cane 
of quintuplets and sexluplets. 


Only five cases of scxtuplets are on 


record, and only 30 cases of quin- 
tuplets have been recorded authen- 
tically. 


Quadruplets occur once in every 


512.000 cases of 
childbirth. 
which 


ought to assure the average mother 
that her chances of bringing four chil- 
dren Into existence at one time arc 
slight, indeed. 


The lives of quiirduplcts are in 


Rrrnt danger, as revealed by the fact 
thiit only one case is known in which 
all four lived to maturity. 


The records arc likely to prove 


annoying to the stage dancer and 
other groups that advertise themselves 
as quadruple-Is. 


Perhaps the sets of four who thus 


are advertised, and who frequently 
look alike, arc two sets of twins. In 
any care they arc not quadruplets, 
according to the records. 
. In the one case in which quadrup- 
led have lived to the adult age, all 
four arc girls. One has blue eyes 
and the other three have brown eyes. 
Each weighed about four pounds at 
birth. 


Quintuplets never have lived long- j 


er than SO minutes. In all case of 
five and six children born at once, 
the births have occurred ahead of 
time, such u number being beyond 
Ihc capacity of the average human 
mother. 


The poi-siblity of twins being born 


of .separate fathers recently has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention by 
reason cf the decision ot Judge Tripp 
in Yiinkton, S. D., in which he stated 
that, in the case before him, this was 
the fact. 


Two caycs of twins having separate
